Clifford L. Alexander Jr., 33, 


born and reared in New York 
City's Harlem, said in his first 
interview as chairman that the 
commission Is faced with "elim- 
inating the complacency over hir- 
ing this or that Negro or Mex- 
ican-American and then forget- 
ting about it." 


He said employment discrimi- 


nation Is "one of the more ur- 
gent concerns of our time." He 
urged employers to look further 
than their friends, families and 
old school pals to find quali- 
fied personnel and to learn to 
send recruiters to the many small 
Negro colleges, not just big ones 
like Howard University in Wash- 
ington. 


Alexander listed three major 


areas of work for the commis- 
sion: 


— Using available information 


supplied by the employers to show 
employers discriminatory em- 
ployment patterns of which they 
may not be aware. Virtually ev- 
ery large employer in the na- 
tion was required to file forms 
several 
months ago and Alex- 


ander said "we know now exact- 
ly-in number-their employment 
pattern." 


— Intensified use of the com- 


plaint process, which current- 
ly has a backlog of about 1,800 
cases charging illegal employ- 
ment discrimination. He urged 
also 
more lawsuits to force 


balking employers to abandon tra- 
ditional discrimination. 


— Making more use of its tech- 


nical assistance program to help 
employers start training pro- 
grams for the chronically un- 
employed.

One thing about Mrs, Dick 


Bridges of Artcadelphla is that 
she Isn't afraid to try some- 
thing different. And her latest 
experiment turned out to be 
more gratifying than even she 
expected. 


Mrs. Bridges plucked a re- 


cipe out of a circular published 
by the University of Arkansas' 
Agricultural Extension Service, 


The concoction allows her to 


give her furniture the appear- 
ance of an old pine finish with 
a plug of chewing tobacco and 
a pint of household ammonia. 


Mrs. Bridges said she has 


tried the stain on a half dozen 
old pieces of furniture, and she 
said "like it better for lighter 
colored woods" than the store 
bought kind. 


The mixing sounds simple 


enough. First you break up one 
plug of chewing tobacco Into a 
Jar; add a pint of household 
ammonia; place the lid on the 
jar and soak the tobacco for 
12 hours; then dip a lintless 
cloth Into the stain and apply 
to the furniture. 


That was the recipe In the 


circular, but Mrs. Bridges said 
that she strained the mixture 
through a piece of nylon stock- 
ing before applying. This is to 
remove the bits of tobacco. 


"You want to use It outside 


and wear rubber gloves," she 
said. "You have to put it on 
evenly, like all stains, and you 
can use more than one coat to 
get a desired shade." 


A coat should be allowed to 


dry overnight before another is 
applied. 


"I wanted the grain of the 


wood brought out more and it 
does that," she said.

clothes, they sat in the office of 
Dr. Nelson Lehmann, 30, the 
boyish-looking head of Dlgepol— 
General Directorate of Police— 
and talked freely if acidly about 
Castro's program for hemispher- 
ic political violence laid down at 
the recent Havana conference. 


The pair also spoke authorita- 


tively. 


Vargas, a university sopho- 


more, had been in the urban 
guerrillas since 1960, he said, 
and his superior was Douglas 
Bravo, Castro's No. 1 guerrilla 
leader in Venezuela. Bravo and 
Luban Petkoff head what's left 
of the battered Armed Forces of 
National Liberation or FALN, 
the Castroite guerrillas in the 
mountains. 


Romero, a militant in a Marx- 


ist splinter of the ruling Acclon 
Democratica party, 
said he 


served a two-year hitch with the 
mountain guerrillas before join- 
ing the urbanranks.

Vietnam Press 
Comes Alive 
in Campaign

SAIGON (AP) - 
South Viet- 


nam's presidential campaign is 
making the locftl press livelier 
than ever before, The newspa- 
pers are enjoying their freedom, 
but frequently adding more heat 
than light to the election, 


When political censorship was 


lifted last month few editors 
were ready to tccept the decree 
of Premier Nguyen Cao Ky at 
face value. As the candidates 
themselves grew bolder, howev- 
er, the press followed suit. 


Now the newspapers have sur- 


passed the politicians and the 
reader Is getting a heady politi- 
cal diet. The censored white 
space or delicate circumlocu- 
tions of the past has been re- 
placed by uninhibited reporting. 


Within the past few weeks 


Chief 
of State Nguyen Van 


Thieu, a presidential aspirant, 
has been called a traitor in 
print. Lesser though similarly 
emphatic labels have been ap. 
plied to all his civilian rivals for 
the presidency. 


Such free-wheeling treatment 


is not universal In Saigon's 38 
dally newspapers published In 
Vietnamese, Chinese, French or 
English. But it is widespread

Since the newspapers represent 
practically all brands of opinion 
save Communism or outright 
neutralism,

The New York Democrat has 


been careful not to make any 
frontal assaults on Johnson and 
has even praised him, perhaps 
to pacify the President in case 
he thought Kennedy was out to 
get his job, 


But to Johnson, always sensi* 


tive to criticism, having Kenne» 
dy around must be like being 
nudged by a hot poker. The sen- 
ator has been generous with his 
criticism of the Johnson admin- 
istration and with advice, too. 


In 1965, less than a year after 


going to the Senate but while his 
fans were thinking of him as a 
candidate for something in pres- 
idential 1968, Kennedy went out 
of his way to brush off the idea. 


First, and he repeated it, he 


said he had no intention of run- 
ning for the vice presidency in 
1968 (Johnson had banned him 
from that berth in the 1964 elec- 
tions), only expected to seek 
re-election to the Senate in 1970, 
and had no plans to seek the 
presidency in 1972. 


Later he said he would sup- 


port Johnson for re-election in 
1968, adding: "I have great ad- 
miration for what the President 
has done here in the United 
States and in our relationships 
with countries overseas... 


"I have great respect for him 


and I think we agree on by far 
the larger percentage of major 
issues ... he has been an out- 
standing President ... and I 
look forward to campaigning for 
him in 1968." 


But while Johnson has gone to 


great pains to get the South 
Vietnamese to hold elections 
Sept. 3, Kennedy recently said 
those elections looked like a 
fraud to him. 


Over a year ago Kennedy said 


he favored elections in Vietnam 
but suggested international ob- 
servers should be there to see 
what happens. Kennedy wasn't 
the only recent critic on the 
elections. Now Johnson is send- 
ing observers. 


Critics, and Kennedy was one 


of them, jumped all over John-.; 
son for sending' 'tTJS. troops into'

Believes in 
Strong Sfofe 
Government

- Proclaimed in bold golden 
letters high over Abraham Lin- 
coln's portrait and the elevated 
speaker's rostrum of the Cali« 
fornla Assembly is the Latin sen* 
tence: "Leglslatorum Est Justas 
Leges Condere." 


Translation: "It Is the duty of 


legislators to make just laws," 


But far more than that, be* 


lieves Assembly Speaker Jesse 
M, Unruh, the 20th century leg- 
islature should be an enlight- 
ened, vigorous, and inventive, 


The 44-year-old Unruh is Cali« 


fornia's most potent legislator, 
and its most powerful Democrat 
in the wake of last fall's Repub- 
lican election victories which 
placed 
Ronald Reagan In the 


governor's chair. 


Elsewhere, whenever he has 


the chance, Unrah is one of the 
nation's most energetic and out- 
spoken advocates of a strong 
state government and particu- 
larly an independent legislature, 
free from outside pressures and 
with the prestige and power 
similar to those of the nation's 
restless early years. 


For decades, too many legis- 


lative halls have been power 
vacuums, Unruh feels, echoing 
and 
rubber-stamping the de- 


mands 
of 
special 
interest 


groups. 


Now Unruh sees the pendu- 


lum beginning to swing back, 
with California in the forefront. 


"It's very slow," said Unruh 


during an interview in his of- 
fice, part of an expansive com- 
plex which houses the speaker's 
staff. His own office is decorat- 
ed with modern paintings and 
mementoes of Unruh's travels 
and his association 
with the 


Kennedy family. 


Seldom does Unruh preside 


over the Assembly, and he nor- 
mally speaks— in eloquent rising 
and falling tones—only on the 
major issues, or a pet bill. 


The prime resistances to 


strong state legislatures comes 
from the business community, 
Unruh contends, "not so much 
out of fear of the legislature, but 
because 
businessmen 
know 


what their situation is now and 
they don't know what it would 
be.' 


Other opposition comes from 


the vast federal bureaucracy, 
Unruh further believes, citing a

ftl study grant for legislative 
leaders, 


Despite all this, Unruh says 


states have done more in the 
past thfee years than in the pre« 
vious half century to equip their

First Brigade

BONG SON PLAIN, Vietnam 


(AP) 
— Because the idea is to 


move in quickly and capture 
people, the 1st Brigade of the 
U.S. 1st Air Cavalry Division of- 
ficially calls them snatch mis- 
sions. 


Working with field forces of 


the South Vietnamese national 
police, the troopers conduct an 
average of two such missions a 
day in this coastal area 300 
miles northeast of Saigon. 


They move in with swift air 


operations that are designed to 
catch Viet Cong or North Viet- 
namese regulars 
who try to 


mingle with the peasants in the 
fields or people in hamlets and 
villages, 


The Communists figure they 


won't be subject to an all-out 
shooting assault if they blend 
themselves with the people, and 
the snatch ri'-'ons are de- 
signed to counter tills strategy. 


Here is what it is like on a 


typical mission with the 1st Bat- 
talion, 12th Cavalry:
